LONG PANTS FOR RITA 
IN ORDER to obtain the establishm ent 
of a $3 million trust fund by her current 
husband, Prince Ali Khan, for their daugh­ 
ter, Yasm in, Rita Hayworth has agreed to 
raise the child in the Moslem faith. But it 
w on’t be as easy as that to get title to the 
millions. 
The head of the Islam ic mission to A m er­ 
ica has ruled that it will also be necessary 
for the mother to become a Moslem. Mos­ 
lem law requires that a child reared in the 
faith must be brought up in M oslem sur­ 
roundings. 
He stipulates, further, that Rita would 
have to practically go into retirement. She 
would be forced to 
wear 
clothes 
which 
would display little more than her face to 
the public. No more parading of physical 
charm s, which w ere her chief qualifier- j 
tions for the m ovies. 
Ali Khan, of course is filthy rich and no 
one wall feel sorry for him if he continues 
to be taken for millions, as he has been in 
the past. And it will inspire no protest from 
the American public if Rita dons the long j 
pants of the kam is and retires. She won’t 
be m issed. 


It has been m ade to appear that on 
March 20, Gen. Douglas MacArthur re- 
j ceived from President Truman or som e­ 
body a set of instructions: that on March 
24, he cribbed those instructions and is­ 
sued them, with threats, against the Chi­ 
nese Communists. 


In a British chronology of world events, 
I find an item of March 27 that the State 
Department w as understood to have hand­ 
ed a “major policy statem ent aim ed at 
clarifying the UN objectives in the w a r,”

Gen. George Marshall in his testimony 
before the R ussell com m ittee said that 
there had been negotiations am ong the na­ 
tions which were stopped because of the 
threatening speech of MacArthur of March 
24. In fact, he said that the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff had sent a m essage to MacArthur 
I dated March 20. 


This is the m essage that Marshall said 
was sent: 


“State is 
planning 
a 
presidential 
an­ 
nouncement shortly that with the clearing 
of the bulk of South Korea of aggressors. 
The United Nations now preparing to dis- 
j cuss conditions of settlem ent in Korea. The 
United Nations feeling is that further dip­ 
lomatic efforts toward the settle rn e n t 
should be m ade before any advance with 
major forces north of the 38th 
Parallel. 
Time will be required to determ ine diplo­ 
m atic reactions and permit new negotia­ 
tions that m ay develop. Reasoning is that 
parallel has no m ilitary significance. State 
has 
asked Joint 
Chiefs what 
authority 
(MacArthur) should have to permit suffi­ 
cient freedom of action for next few weeks 
to provide security for United Nations forc­ 
es and maintain contact with the enem y. 
Your recom m endations are desired.” 
I 
But this is not the world-shaking, 
new 
policy m essage from which MacArthur is 
supposed to have cribbed his speech of 
March 24. MacArthur has not received such 
a m essage and the 
Marshall 
note 
can 
only be interpreted a* serving notice on 
him that som ething is in the wind. 


M embers of the Russell com m ittee have 
interrogated Gen. 
Omar 
Bradley 
about 
this because the dism issal of MacArthur is 
now attributed to his having stym ied the 
State D epartm ent’s peace negotiations by 
his threats of March 24. Bradley also has 
never seen the presidential 
m essage 
of 
March 20, but he goes back to the Marsh­ 
all m essage quoted above, which was ob­ 
viously only a warning of things to com e. 


Senator Wiley m ade the point: 
“Senator Wiley.—Have you got evidence 
that General MacArthur ever got it? 
A. 
(B radley)—Well, I am sure he did. I can 
check the m essage for 
the 
acknowledg­ 
ment of it. but I don’t believe he has ever 
denied he received it.” 
Actually at 
that 
point, 
Bradley 
was 
speaking of two different m essages. 
The 
Marshall m essage, MacArthur did receive; 
the presidential m essage, setting forth a 
new' policy to end the war, he did not re­ 
ceive and there is no evidence that such a 
m essage w as ever sent. Yet, MacArthur is 
accused of cribbing his March 24 speech 
from the second, not the first m essage. A 
reading of his speech will establish that,

Disease That's Lost Its Terror 


»y HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
ONLY a few short years ago 
scarlet fever was dreaded as a 
serious disease, responsible for 
much perm anent damage to the 
heart, kidneys and ears. W ith the 
use of penicillin, this disease has 
lost much of its terror. Not only 
are many of its former com plica­ 
tions prevented, but patients re­ 
cover rapidly from the disease 
Itself. 
A recent study of the results of 
the penicillin treatm ent of 365 
patients with scarlet fever dem ­ 
onstrates th a t the germs causing 
the illness were rapidly banished. 


Every Eight Hours 
One hundred fifty thousand 
units of penicillin were given 
every eight hours, not later than 
one-half hour before or earlier 
than 2V* hours after meals. The 
penicillin was given to some of 
the patients by injection into a 
m uscle. A nother group was 
treated by penicillin adm inis­ 
tered every tig h t hours by mouth. 
in varying dosages. It was found 
that there was no particular ad­ 
vantage in giving the penicillin 
by injection into a muscle. How­ 
ever, the effects produced were 
not Quite as rapid when the prep­ 
aration was taken by mouth, al­ 
though the differences were so 
small as to be of no great con­ 
sequence. 
The giving of the penicillin by 
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til .stopped all suppurative 
n.ications; th a t is, such 
irs as running ears or draln- 
lymph glands. However, cer­ 
ci applications did develop.

streets. While the programs vary 
widely from one school to anoth­ 
er, there usually is considerable 
emphasis on religi >us and moral 
strution by persons whom the 
lldren admire.

BLT THE PROGRAM is made 
attractive 
with

There is much reading by older 
children, high school girls and 
adults to the youngest children

"tore of these helpers might well 
be attracted to assist in

schools, in which a large num ­ 
ber of very small groups could 
be running simultaneously. 
When children come to the va­ 
cation church school put on by 
cooperative 
Protestant 
sects, 
from homes representing differ­ 
ent sects, these children 
a n d 
their parents tend to gain great- 
appreciation, 
greater toler­ 
ance for one another. Moreover, 
to these schools 
are 
attracted 
some children of the neighbor­ 


hood 
whose

church connections, whatsoever. 
Also a few children from homes 
of one of the differing faiths. 
When to one of these schools 
c o n d u c t e d by cooperative 
Protestant groups some Jew­ 
ish or Catholic children come, 
it has always seemed to me, a 
Protestant myself, to be a rare 
opportunity of this school 
to 
cultivate 
among 
the 
Protes­ 
tant children there 
(usually 
predominating in number) an 
appreciation of the religion of 
the Jewish or Catholic chil­ 
dren without attempting in the 
slightest

these children. 
Here 
in 
America, 
with 
so 
many children growing 
up 
in 
homes of no religious connection 
or religious education at all, the 
big opportunity for all religious 
groups and leaders is to reach 
these children, and also to en­ 
courage children from religious 
homes to stick to the church of 
their parents' choice and to at­ 
tend its free church schools and 
church services. It o u g h t to 
make us. who count ourselves 
religious, feel glad to see other 
persons growing 
spiritually 
in 
any way *h*ir conscience 
dic­ 
tates, however widely their ways 
might differ from ours. 
Answering Parents’ Questions 
Q. Don’t you see some moral 
dangers to the child who collects 
money from or for his group or 
sells things to raise money for it, 
unless he is guided properly? 
A. Yes; he should be guided 
to keep careful records
